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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Species II (claims 126-143) in Paper No. 15 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 
§ 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 126-143 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention.

(A) Claim 126, line 9, "the pressure fluid lacks antecedent basis. 

(B) Claim 129, line 2, "said component" and line 4, "said guide device" lacks antecedent 
basis. 

(C) Claim 134, line 4, "the displacement parameters" lacks antecedent basis. 

(D) Claim 139, line 2, "control lines" are not in Claim 130. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claim 126 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EP0240965. 

'965 discloses a displacement unit (Figs. 1,2 and 4; col. 6, lines 14-18) for a manipulation 
system, which comprises: 

(a) components 84,88 which are adjustable relative to each other, 

(b) a pressure fluid drive 34 for adjusting the components, the drive having (1) an 
outer surface, 

(c) a guiding device for one of the components, and 

(d) a control unit 36 having 

(1) a pressure fluid control valve 26 connected to the drive for actuating the drive 
by pressure fluid, 

(2) a control module 32 cooperating with the pressure fluid control valve 26 and 
comprising a logic unit 58, the control module being connectable to a central control unit 
36 by an interface and the pressure fluid control valve 26 and the control module being 
mounted on the outer surface of the drive and 

(3) a display element 72. (col. 3, lines 40-52; col. 4, lines 17-25; col 7, line 53- 
col. 8, line 3) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. Claims 127-143 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
EP0240965. 

Regarding Claims 127-143, the limitations are simply define circuit configurations which 
apply the operating principle defined by the features of claim 1, which are considered to be 
conventional solutions to the problem addressed. So It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to utilize the conventional solutions 
on the apparatus of '956 so as to solve the addressed problems. Any inquiry concerning this 
communication or earlier communications from the examiner should be directed to John C. Hong 
whose telephone number is 703-305-0779.
